Town sets interim 2016 budget

Didsbury will use the town's 2015 
operating budget as the interim operat¬ 
ing budget for 2016 until council passes 
the 2016 operating and capital budgets, 
council decided at its Dec. 8 regular 
meeting. 

The town’s administration is ask¬ 
ing for a 2016 operating budget of 
$11,098,810 and a capital budget of 
$1,388,400, according to a report to 
council Dec. 8 from chief financial offi¬ 
cer Nita Bartholow. 


The total operating and capital budget 
would be $12,123,995. 

“At this point in time council can do 
a zero increase in residential and non- 
residential tax rates for 2016," the report 
said. 

“The tax rate will be determined 
after the final property assessment is 
received.” 

When the tax rates are approved, prop¬ 
erty owners will know what they will be 
paying in property taxes. The properties 
at greatest risk for a hike are those with 
an increase in the assessed value. 

Aside from the determination of the 


tax rate, there are just a hmidful of 
unresolved budget issues. 

The most sensitive is a request from 
the Didsbury Municipal Library for a 16 
per cent revenue increase in its muni¬ 
cipal allocation, driven by the library 
board’s desire to extend benefits includ¬ 
ing pension to all its employees. 

Its other mqjor cost increase would 
be an increase in hours of operation to 
allow for Monday openings. 

Council cut the 16 per cent increase in 
half and asked the library to budget for a 
$194,400 allocation, determining how it 
wants to use the eight per cent increase. 


Hamper sponsors urgently needed

There are three categories of h.unpers 
- $125, $200 and $3(X) depending on the 


size of the recipient family. 

The Christmas Helpers also conduc t 
a Christmas Angels gift program that 
involves picking up an angel denoting a 
child’s age from l Illa-La Boutique, buying 
an age-.appropriate gift and taking it to 
the post office. 

Those gifts will be wrapped at an 
evening bee Dec 1 . 18 at the Zion church. 

The hampers and gifts will be 
delivered Dec. 19 from 11 am. and the 
Mountainview Colts hockey players will 
join the volunteers to help with that 
task.

The volunteers held the final 
sale, a pre-Christmas event, at 
Didsbury Mini-Storage on Nov. 
27 and 28. Now the used book 
inventory is in storage until new 
premises are found, said Don 
MacMillan of the Friends on 
Dec. 8. 

MacMillan said the Friends 
are grateful that the Penner 
fantily has hosted the Friends 
rent-free at the mini-storage and 
understand that the space they 
used is now rented to a new 
occupant. 

The Friends are looking for 
new book sale space at or near 
street level; volunteers and 
customers can manage a few 
stairs, he said. 

“If we have to pay rent, it 
defeats the whole thing,” 
MacMillan said. 

Library manager Inez Kosinski 
said the Friends have given the 
library about $15,000 this year 
so far, including $5,000 from the 
used book sales held in 2015. 

The Friends raise money 
from the used book sales and 
occasional garage sales, and a 
casino every third year, she said. 

Kosinski uses funding from 
the Friends to buy most of the 
new books that she adds to 
the collection each year, and 
furniture such as shelving. 

“The Friends want to contribute 
to permanent facilities, things 
that will come with us when we 
move," she said.

Didsbury's town council formal¬ 
ly named Harold Northcott its chief 
administrative officer at its Dec. 8 meet¬ 
ing and established his job description 
in a bylaw. 

Northcott was briefly the acting chief 
administrative officer between his hir¬ 
ing Dec. 1 as acting chief administra¬ 
tive officer and the termination with 
cause of the previous chief administ ra¬ 
tive officer, Roy Brown. 

Northcott has become the adminis¬ 
trative head of the municipality .and 
will ensure t hat all t he policies and pro¬ 
grams of the municipality are imple¬ 
mented. He will advise and inform 
council on all the operations and 
affairs of the town. 

He will also advise council of its 
legislative responsibilities under the 
Municipal Government Act. 

Northcott will advise council of 
the most effective use of corporate 
assets and resources, the corporate 
planning process of the municipal cor¬ 
poration, and any changes to organ¬ 
izational stnicture required to support 
the changing needs of council and the 
community. 

He will coordinate all civic oper¬ 
ations and projects, the use of spe¬ 
cialized and contracted services and 
the decision-making processes of the 
municipal corporation. 

He also will coordinate the resources 
that support the town’s boards and 
committees and its economic develop¬ 
ment and tourism functions. 


He will direct the senior manage¬ 
ment spiff and the staff reporting to 
the CAO. He is responsible for the 
town’s hiring, promotion, compensa¬ 
tion, development, motivation, disci¬ 
pline and firing processes. 

Northcott will ensure that ;ill civic 
departments work within the param¬ 
eters and budgets set by council, that 
all management functions are carried 
out with generally accepted manage¬ 
ment and supervisory practices and 
that all staff are working at maximum 
effectiveness and their performance is 
reviewed annually. 

The CAO also ensures that council 
gets the best available advice and the 
nuyor alternatives on actions recom¬ 
mended, and the issues, goals and 
objectives identified by council receive 
high priority by the town's staff and 
departments. 

It is Northcott’s re sponsibility that 
the town’s work is delegated effective¬ 
ly and that the conuuittees that support 
council’s functions are effective. 

Northcott also ensures that the min¬ 
utes of council meetings are recorded 
according to Municipal Government 
Act standards, and that the town’s 
money is properly collected, recorded, 
deposited and invested. 

He sees to it that financial records 
are kept, and that council gets regular 
reports on spending. 

He is responsible for maintaining 
proper assessments, assessment rolls 
and tax rolls and that public auctions 
to recover unpaid taxes are carried 
out in the manner required by the 
Municipal Govenuuent Act.

A seniors’ recreational 
program facing eviction 
front the town-owned 
lawn bowling clubhouse 
at 22nd Avenue and 16th 
Street to make way for 
Neighborhood Place has 
asked for a reprieve. 

A committee of coun¬ 
cillors will meet with the 
Five-0 Club to hear its 
case to continue using 
the space for floor curl¬ 
ing and shuffleboard, 
council decided at its 
regular meeting on Dec. 
8. A date for the meet¬ 
ing has not been set 
but it will be before the 
club’s annual meeting 
in February, a spokes¬ 
person for the town said 
Dec. 11. 

On July 26 this year 
council voted to end 
the lease with the 5-0 
Club for the lawn bowl¬ 
ing building on March 1, 
2017. 

Neighborhood Place, 
which offers a range 
of social programs to 
the community, has 
been housed in Victoria 
Square downtowm on 
19th Avenue and the 
town has decided to 


move it to the clubhouse. 

Club leader Bill Jepps 
led a delegation of 30 
members to council Dec. 
7. He explained that the 
45-foot length of open 
floor needed for curling 
and shuffleboard is avail¬ 
able in the lawn bowl¬ 
ing building but not the 
5-0 club house at 15th 
Avenue and 23rd Street. 

Jepps said the recrea¬ 
tional program provides 
healthy exercise for 
the seniors and a social 
opportunity to meet and 
get to know their peers. 
Some 42 seniors are 
signed up to floor curling 
teams and 20 more sen¬ 
iors play shuffleboard. 
The games take place 
weekly. 

The letter that the town 
sent the club explains, 
“Council has been look¬ 
ing for cost efficiencies 
in (the town’s) oper¬ 
ations. 

“Unfortunately there 
are a few municipally- 
owned buildings that are 
currently being leased 
by community groups 
which has forced Town 
of Didsbury programs 
into private buildings," 
says the letter. 

“As the town continues 


to grow, along with the 
services that are offered 
to our residents, a great¬ 
er need has been placed 
on municipal building 
space.” 

The club also leases its 
main clubhouse at 15th 
Avenue and 25th Street 
from the town. In the let¬ 
ter to the 5-0 Club giving 
notice of the end of the 
lease at the lawn bowl¬ 
ing building, the town 
offered to sell it the club¬ 
house on 15th Avenue. 

“That’s nice, but we 
don’t have the money 
to buy a building, said 
Jepps. 

As well as providing 
a social and recreational 
opportunity to seniors, 
the floor curling and 
shuffleboard program is 
an alternative to recrea¬ 
tion for seniors in Olds 
and Carstairs. 

People who go to 
those other towns for 
bowling, pickleball and 
other seniors’ activities 
will also shop and dine 
there, spending money 
that would otherwise be 
spent in Didsbury, 5-0 
Club members said Dec. 
10 at a 5-0 Club floor 
curling morning. 

“It’s a day out for us," 
said a member who 
asked not to be named 
because they feared 
retaliation. 

“There is an economic 
aspect to this decision 
that council should be 
aware of," the member 
said. 

At the conclusion of 
Jepps presentation, 
Didsbury’s new CAO 
Harold Northcott said, 
“We are not here to say 
‘no.’ Sometimes we have 
to. 

“But we are here to 
work with you to make 
this community stronger 
and better, he said. 

“Having this commit¬ 
tee (of council) work 
with you will allow us 
to find common ground," 
said Northcott.

The future 
starts with trust

Town council is changing gears. 

The transmission grinds but there is a new open¬ 
ness to the problems that citizens are bringing to 
council. 

Three meetings that would not have taken place six 
months ago speak to the change. 

The mayor, deputy mayor and senior administra¬ 
tion will meet this week with the general contractor 
of the untendered fire hall construction project. 

This meeting will take place because three 
Didsbury contractors - as employers and taxpayers 
in the town - brought their concerns about decisions 
around its construction to council. 

The second meeting will be a session with property 
owners and operators who use vacant non-residen- 
tial lots for their businesses. 

They have been given property tax concessions for 
several years. These concessions treat “undeveloped” 
land that has been fenced, paved or gravelled so that 
commercial vehicles, or those owned by customers 
of an auto repair garage, can be parked off the street. 

Those tax concessions are being withdrawn, and 
the purpose of the meeting is to discuss the whys 
and wherefores of the decision with the owners and 
operators who are asking council not to take away 
their tax break. 

The third meeting is with the 5-0 Club to discuss its 
pending eviction from the town-owned lawn bowling 
club building to make way for Neighborhood Place, 
which has been housed in Victoria Square in a leased 
office. 

There are many sides to each of the above issues 
and council is in the unenviable position of having to 
decide one way or the other. It cannot reach a deci¬ 
sion that makes everyone happy. 

It is early days in the new relationship between 
council and Didsbury citizens. 

However, it is clear to this reporter that when one 
peels back all the facts, details and positions of each 
meeting and each issue, the heart of the matter is 
trust. 

Forgive the finger wagging from a newcomer who 
is struggling every day to earn trust for this news¬ 
paper, but some things need to be said. 

Trust is the stalling point for the future of Didsbury. 

Trust is earned, not taken for granted. 

To build a relationship, trust must be accompanied 
by honesty and respect. 

For the past 10 years, council and town administra¬ 
tion and staff have lost the trust of the people - one 
decision at a time, one unresponsive snub, one arro¬ 
gant response, one act of bullying, one moment of 
self-interest, one by one by one. 

Poet Carl Sandburg wrote, “The past is a bucket of 
ashes.” 

So let’s not talk about the past. 

It is up to council, the elected boss of civic policy 
and administration, to lead in the regaining of trust. 

Administration has the public servants’ responsibil¬ 
ity “to speak truth to power." 

To do that, it must know' the truth and acknow- BY PAIGE MACPHERSON 
ledge where the power lies.

Bob Clark, former MLA for this area, speaks of

It takes a certain confidence and leadership to 
transcend from individual points of reference to the 
collective “we" . Research has shown successful 
small communities are leaderful communities. It is 
not having an individual, or a specific set of leader¬ 


ship skills, that differentiate a leaderful conununity 
from others. The defining feature is the large num¬ 
ber of connected leaders of all ages in the communi¬ 
ty. Inclusion of the innocence of youth, plus those 
more experienced and travelled in life, is important. 

Connected leaders are inclusionary, listeners, 
facilitators of respectful .and considerate differ¬ 
ing points of view. They are connectors, naturally 
skilled at honouring participation of others .and 
reinforcing the ideal that everyone’s efforts make a 
difference. 

I can’t put it any better than Didsbury Review 
editor Frank Dabbs when he spoke of “dialogue, 
an endless stream of questions, answers and revi¬ 
sions." We need multi-dimensional dialogue where 
individuals and identifiable groups (schools, local 
businesses, service organizations, arts societies, 
various levels of elected and administrative govern¬ 
ment, etc.) look beyond their special interests and 
work together to create a sense of belonging that 
everyone in their own way feels comfortable with, 
and the promise of a bright future for Didsbury.

Thanks for the buzz kill, government 


back for the craft beer industry,” Ontario-based 
Muskoka Brewery announced it will “wind down 
operations” in Alberta by the end of 2015. 

The Alberta government’s October budget slipped 
in the hike in a policy many sold as being good 
for the craft beer industry. Clearly that wasn’t the 
truth.

Under the new markup scheme, 
small brewers outside of the ‘New 
West Partnership' - an agreement 
between Alberta, British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan - faced extreme 
hikes, as they were now excluded from 
the small brewers rate. For Muskoka 
Brewery, the tax rate shifted from 51 
cents per litre up to $1.25 per litre, a 
145 per cent increase. That’s 24 cents 
per bottle, a price increase they said 
makes it “now unsustainable to sell our 
beer in these provinces." 

The government’s new policy doesn’t 
hit the large beer producers nearly as 
hard. Budweiser and Labatt Blue, for 
example, faced tax hikes of two cents 
per bottle. 

The minority of the founding mem¬ 


bers of the Alberta Small Brewers 
Association have been lobbying the 
government for increased fees on their 
out-of-province competitors for years. 
In 2013, 12 of 16 of the association’s 
members asked the then-PC provincial 
government to impose higher taxes on 
out-of-province small- and medium¬ 
sized brewers. 

Their argument was that other prov¬ 
inces tax Alberta beers at higher rates 
than the local brewers, so we should 
do the same thing here. It’s the policy 
equivalent of “but he started it!” 

Lowering the local tax rate would 
have been a perfectly fine way to give 
local breweries an advantage. It would 
not have raised prices for Albertans or 
other small brewers, nor would it have 
limited the selection of craft beers 


Albertans can et\joy. 

The NDP’s October budget did give 
local producers a boost by chang¬ 
ing the graduated markup structure. 
Now tax hikes won’t be retroactively 
applied if a brewery produces more 
than a certain amount of beer. 

But those lobbying the government 
wanted to take it further - and the 
NDP has indulged them. They wanted 
economic protectionism - a way to 
unfairly price your competition out of 
the market. 

And now, as expected, it’s worked. 
Muskoka Brewery hits pulled out of 
the province. Albertans were drinking 
Muskoka, enjoying the option of pur¬ 
chasing those craft beers. 

Limiting selection doesn’t only 
impact consumers - Alberta's liquor 


retailing small businesses will suffer 
the loss of those craft beers as well. 

In Alberta we value the choice, selec¬ 
tion and price advantages that come 
from privatized liquor sales. This policy 
reduces those advantages, and that’s a 
shame for Albertans, especially those 
who enjoy tasting neat craft beers 
and supporting small breweries across 
Canada and abroad. 

Lowering beer taxes and markups 
across the board would have been the 
best way to support small brewers. 
Instead, the NDP craft brew tax hike is 
a m<yor hiccup in our access to beers 
in the province. Thanks for the buzz 
kill, government.
